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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I (claims 1-3, 5 and 
7) in the reply filed on October 18, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated 
as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is 
therefore made FINAL. 

Subject matter not embraced by elected Group I and 
Claims 4, 6, 8 and 9 are withdrawn from further

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second 
paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3,5 and 7 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

There is a valence problem in the reactant 
CHR 5 = CHR 6 -C(Y) ZR 7 in claims 1 and 5 and in the reactant 
CHR 5 = CHR 6 -C(0)OR 7 in claims 2, 3 and 7. Claim 5 is 
indefinite because claim 5 fails to state the process 
steps on how to make the imidazolidinethione of step 
(a) .
